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IN FRENCH TRIAL | 


‘SENATE Is THE SCENE 
OF WILD DISORDER. 

Only Intelligent Suggestions Are Those 
Given by Guerin, the High Traiter— 
Grave Procedures Made Ridiculous 

by Antics of Witnesses—Arrests, In- 
sults, and Challenges Numerous— 
After Crowds Are Driveh Away a 
Few Documents Are Submitted,

Paris, Nov. 10.—There were wild scenes in 
the Senate High Court trial today, which 
ended in arrests; challenges to duels, and all 
sorts of disorders, reaching a sensational 
climax which was a disgrace to France. The 
tumult exceeded anything the undisciplined 
Chamber of Deputies has ever reaehed, and 
the performance would have done credit to 
a melodramatic and vaudeville theater com- 
bined. 

President Fallieres nearly shouted himself 
into a fit of apoplexy trying to keep order 
while he clanged ‘the Senate bell. The mdst 
exciting scenes at Rennes were pictures of 
peaceable calm in comparison. 

The galleries and tribunals were crowded 
with fashionable society people. The women 
came with their opera glasses and fans 
ready for the scene which opened with the, 
call of witnesses. 


Witnesses Start Trouble. 

Yesterday the latter were turbulent, but 
today they were absolutely unmanageable. 
No places were assigned to them, the gov- 
ernment evidently concluding that the com- 
mon courtesy which an American court ac- 
cords the humblest witness in an ordinary 
trial was a sign of weakness. Twenty wit- 
nesses were herded into court like a drove 
of cattle. There was scarcely an untitled 
man among them. Dukes, Barons, Counts, 
and the names of scions of the houses of 
France were called, but owing to the crush 
none of them could get forward to answer, 
and profited by the oa 
with the prisoners.

so disorderly that the President called for

Guerin's measure was again adopted, but 
before it could be put into execution there 
was a rush from behind, and in came more 
witnesses, and shouts of “ Vive l’armee’’ 
and A bas les Juifs rent the air.

and the whole crowd of 400 witnesses took 


up the song until it rolled out like thunder. 
The audience showed signs Sf a panic, and 
the troops ‘charged on the witnesses and 
drove them® back into the ante-chamber, 
where the Marseillaise continued. The 
President threatened to clear the galleries. 

Guerin jumped to his feet, and said one 
of the spectators had insulted the prison- 
wre,

Washington, D. 0. Nov. 10.—-{Special.}— 
President McKinley will leave Washington 
within the next forty-eight hours to visit 
the Vice President at his bedside at Pater- 
son.

London, Nov. 11, 3 a. m Ambassador 
Choate was the principal guest last night 
at the Edinburg annual dinner of the Edin- 
burg Sir Walter Scott club. Sir Herbert 
Maxwell, M. P., presided, and in proposing 
a toast to literature Mr. Choate said that 
Great Britain and the United States Were 
connected by bonds of sympathy which 
were never stronger and closer than at pres- 
ent. When Dandie Dinmont gave utter- 
ance to his great saying that “blood is 
thicker than water little did he dream that 
he was giving two great nations a watch- 
word for the exchange of their love and 
greetings eighty years afterwards. Lord 
Salisbury's generous and cordial words at 
the Lord Mayor's banquet, he said, would 
meet a quick and hearty response on the 
other side of the Atlantic.

The fire started in the basement from 
overheated steampipes and flashed through 
a light shaft to the upper floor of the build- 
ing. The flames were seen bursting from an 
upper window by the conductor of a passing 
street car, who notified the janitor, George 
_Lehmond. The latter turned in an alarm 
and then hastened through the building 
awakening the tenants of the flats. 

The Fire department was prompt in re-

was sent in by the Marshal for fear the 
‘flames might spread beyond control of the 
initial force. The fire was subdued without 
much difficulty, however.

Harry H. Hammond, charged with shoot - 
ing John T. Shayne in the Auditorium Annex 
café on March 21, 1899, was declared not 
gullty last evening, and walked out of Judge 
Hutchinson's court a free man. The jury 
was out two hours. In that time the volu- 
minous evidence of two weeks of searching 
examination was gone over, the long chain 
of instructions read by the Judge was can- 
vassed carefully, and then four ballots de- 
termined the innocence of thd defendant. 
But two of the twelve jurors insisted on 
conviction, and the fourth time the hat 
passed for votes they joined the acquitting 
majority. 

Hammond sat through the two hours of 
suspense in the courtroom, surrounded by a 
number of his friends. In an anteroom John 
T. Shayne awaited the verdict, but he was 
not in court when at 5:40 o’clock Foreman 
O’Leary handed Judge Hutchinson the find- 
ing of the jury, and the latter read: 

„We, the jury, find the defendant, Harry 
H. Hammond, not gullty.’’ 

The words had hardly been uttered before 
Hammond—smiling and changed in a flash 
from the stricken figure he had presented 
as he had sat motionless in his chair during 
the last flaying argument of the State—was 
in the jury box shaking the hands of the 
men whose decision had declared him not 
guilty of shooting with intent to commit 
murder,” of shooting with intent to com- 
mit bodily injury,“ and of “ assault ’’—the 
three charges made in the indictment.

Money Tight in New York. 


“It i& true that money is tight in New 
Tork,“ said Mr. Vanderlip, call loans be- 
ing made at from 20 to 30 per cent, but the 
situation is not so serious as has been re- 
ported. The discussion over the advisability 
of the Treasury’s buying $100,000,000 bonds 
has been theoretical, for the department is 
not going to make any such purchase. It 
might at some time in the future, for we 
now have a cash balance of over $290,000,000 

Nothing can be done now to ease the 
money market except to deposit the internal 
revenue receipts with the national banks, 
but there is little probability of that kind of 
action being taken, for we have $83,000,000 
in deposits subject to call. It is noteworthy 
that the Treasury offered to anticipate in- 
terest on its bonds recently at a discount of 
2.4 per cent, and that there were few accept- 
ances. 

“The fact is we have experienced no seri- 
ous demand for buying bonds, and that there 
is no organized movement to impress the 
‘Treasury department with the necessity for 
doing so. The stringency complained of in 
New York is felt more in stock speculation 
than elsewhere, and the money market is 
manipulated more or less on the Stock Ex-

„ Saragossa: A Btory of Spanish Valor.” 
By B. Perez Galdos. Translated by 


Minna Caroline Smith. Little, Brown & 


Co. 

APIER was right when he said in his 

“Peninsular War that after all 

the other events of the French in- 

vasion of Spain shall have been lost 

in obscurity ‘‘ the story of Zaragoza, 

like some ancient triumphal pillar standing 

amidst ruins, will tell a tale of past glory.“ 

The same may be said of the historical novel 

in which Perez Galdos has told the story of 
that amazing resistance of a single city. 

If Galdos is not the greatest among living 


Spanish authors he is at least the 
most widely known in the „United 
States. His Dona Perfecta has 


of his works 


hitherto been the dest 
known to Americans, but Saragossa 
greater. It entitles him to be called the’ 
Scott of Spain. It shows a remarkable 
power of depicting large bodies of men in 
action, and at the same time ng the 
keenest interest in individuals. 

It is not necessary to know much about 
the Peninsular war of 1808 to enjoy this 
story of the famous siege of Saragossu. It 
is only necessary to knoW that Napvleon 
sent his armies into Spain, and that this 
isolated Aragonese city on the Ebro re- 
sisted the invaders with a fierce, indomit- 
able bravery that seems as amazing today. 
as it was then. Fifty-three thousand of 
these stubborn Spanish peasants lay dead, 
heaped in the streets, sometimes to the 
second story windows, before the handful 
of starved survivors surrendered. The 
French were compelled to fight for each 
separate house—often for each room—and 
only after they had blown up nearly @ ha! 
of the city was the siege successful. 

These bald facts Sefior Galdos has em- 
bodied in living characters and clothed with 
rare dramatic power. The story begins 
cheerfully, almost flippantly, and it runs 
along so lightly and 2 that one scarcely 
suspects its gathering power. The tale is 
told by a Spanish soldier, who has arrived 
in Saragossa, between the first and second 
siege, having fought and been captured at 
Madrid, and then escaped. The dramat® 
persons are not many, but the author's 
skill makes it seem as if one has known the 


people of the whole city. 
From the lightness of the epesing chap- 
alf sportive 


ters we insensibly into the 3 
4 of the beginnings of the great 
siege. The stern but hopeful earnestness 
of the combat deepens into the desperate re- 
solve of men who expect to die, but not to 
surrender. Almost insensibly the laughter 
dies, and the scream of cannon balls gives 
the dominant note to the story. Then the 
author suddenly touches the deep note of 
sorrow with a master hand, only to sweep 
on to a still flercer and more unreasoning 


determination to hold the battered” heap of 


ruins called Saragossa until every man, 
woman. and child is dead. Among the heaps 
éf slain and the emaciated living there 
stalks the deadly* plague, more murderous 
than the shells overhead or the mines un- 
derground. It is a tremendous picture of 
the horrors of war, and at the same time it 
is redeemed at ev point by human touches 
of heroism, cheerfulness, or womanly de- 
votion. 

The famous fighting maid of Saragossa 
Plays a subordinate but typical part, as do 
several other historic characters. But the 
triumph of the work is the living reality of 
ite fiction characters. 

— 

The main thread of romantic interest 1s 
the idyi of tenderness and passion between 
Augustine and Mariquilla. The two other 
great characters are the fathers of these 
two lovers. Mariquilla’s father is the master- 
ly. miser, Candiola. Augustine's father is 
the bluff, valiant, ever-lovable Don José 
de Montoria. The public spirit of Montoria 
brings him into early and bitter enmity with 
the miserly Candiola, thus complicating 
matters for the lovers. 

From the moment Montoria enters the 
story with his lavish hospitality and his 
rain of porras punctuating all his large- 
hearted bluster, he captures one's heart. 
Past the prime of life as he is, he leads the 
fighting, and constantly twitting his 
sturdy sons with their slowness. “I say the 
race of.men of courage is finished and done 
with, perral a thousand porras!’’ Hear him 
as he meets the young men where they 
stand exhausted with firing: 

„ What are you doing here, idiots? Go along 
. you little tin Get 


move with my sts. I, who am old, never get 
tired, but you young, healthy men act as if you 
were made of putty: The invincible men of the 
sicge have almost. all worked themselves to 
th; and we old men, sirs, are obliged to set 
an example to these dandies who, if they miss 
dining for a week, begin to complain and beg for 
broth 


„ Ah, what men those were in the first sidze! 
How, when the soldiers have been firing and 
been fired at for a trifie of ten hours, they begin 
to fall den ‘with fatigue, and they do no more. 
There's one man who had lost only u ‘leg and a 
half whe. began screaming and calling upon all 
the martyrs, begging that they put him to 
bed. Nothing but cowardice, pure cowardice! 

When one knows that this is only Don 
Jose bluff way of keeping up the spirits of 
the men, and when he is seen devoting his 
whole fortune to others, his character 
stands out in fine relief. Nothing seems to 
daunt him—hunger, suffering, wounds—he 
is always ready to rush again to the breach. 
Only when his oldest son lies before him 
with a bullet hole through his temple does 

‘the old man break down. Knowing him as 
we do by that time, the effect of this deeply 
pathetic scene is like that of the snapping 
Wunder of a great oak. Yet even before 
the tears are dry on the old man’s face he 
is towering aloft again as dauntless as be- 


fore.

Candiola is scarcely less m ve as the 
half insane embodiment of sordid baseness. 


His refusal to give anything out of his store- 
house to feed the starving people, his sor- 
row omer the loss of his property, his inabil- 
ity to think of anything but money, the peo- 
ple’s hatred of him, and the abuse he quffers 
these things are 2 out in stron n- 
trast with Montoria’s generosity and with 
his own daughter’s gentleness. Yet on sev- 
eral occasions tiquilla flashes up in spirit- 
ed defense of her father, and the love be- 
tween her and Augustine is always in peril 
3 the fate that overtakes it in the tragic 
climex. 

While Montoria is twitting the youths with 
being hens, or is solemnly averring that 
Augustine. does know in what part of 
their faces giris keep their eyes, or is coming 
out of a fearful sidughter with the remark 
that tomorrow the French will probably 
make a formal Attack, the grim drama is 
relentlessly drawing to a tragic close. The 
climax comes in an unexpected way. Out 
of the smoke and confusion there suddenly 
looms the fact that Tandiola has betrayed 
valuable information to the French, and has 
been sentenced to be shot, and that it is 
Augustine’s duty to execute his sweet- 
heart's father. The scene in which Mari- 
quilla begs, cajolés, threatens, raves. and 
again pitifully pleads for her father’s life 
is one of the most dramatic and powerful 
passages in modern fiction. 22 

Though the ending fs sad and the scenes 
Of constant carnage give a deep realiza- 
tion of the awfulness of war, the novel as a 
whole is not harrowing or even unpleasant. 
The fine artistic skill of the author has 
thrown a slight hase of romance over the 
ghastly. realities and has softened them as 
softens the rocks and 
rags a tant mountain. No stronger 
‘historical novet has appeared since Quo

Mr. F. Hopkinson Smith never did any- 
thing more artistic either in water color 
or in pen and ink, than these clever little 
sketches. In fact the advantage that it 
is to an artist to be both painter and writer 
ig fully revealed in this volume. Only one 
ed of the double gift could manage 
lights and shadows so skillfully and 
coul use such exquisite reserve in the mat - 
ter of color. The stories are mere sketches 
-—vignettes in prose, just glimpses of people 
such as we get in real life—and the nar- 
rator is present in the first person and 
asa skiliful drawer out of “ the other 
Mors“ story. Sometimes ft is only a 
walt in & Cab, a mere “chip in the cur- 
rent,” or a garrulous landlord, or reminis- 
ent Mammy who furnishes the carefully 
Graun thread of narrative, but in each in- 
stance the tale is worth the telling and 
is sure to call forth either laughter or tears. 
The first Story. Dick Sands, Convict,”’ 
is one of the most successful of the tales, 
though it leaves one with a sense of having 
been cheated. of literary. dues. We feel 
‘that the author had no right to arotse 
our interest in the. ex-convict. unless he 
intended to tell us something of how Dick 
solved the problem of existence after he had

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served his time. As it is, we get the hero's 
history in fragmentary bits from the lips 
of the landlord of a “ disheartened, look- 
ing tavern,“ as he serves his guest with 
a “frying pan feast of eggs, bacon, and 
doughnuts, with canned corn in birds’ bath 
tubs, plenty of green pickles, and dabs of 
home-made preserves in pressed glass 
sau The guest was to lecture at a 
nearby college and it is while he is being 
taken to his destination in the stage coach 
that we get the first glimpse of the pathetic 


figure of Dick with Ben Mulford’s lit tie 


girl by his side. 

The Southern atmosphere that so per- 
meated the of Colonel Carter is 
breathed again in A Kentucky Cinderel- 
la,“ where an old mammy, standing before 
a picture that is being painted by an artist 
whose studio she is cleaning, recalls the 
romance of Mies Nannie.“ It is exquisite- 
ly tender and pathetic, especially in the 
closing totich, where Aunt Chloe,’ gazing 
at the picture which so resembles her beauti- 
ful dead mistress, exclaims: ‘‘ Honey, chile— 
honey, chile—is you tired a-waitin’ for yo’ 
old mammy? Keep a-watchin’; honey— 
keep a-watchin’—it won't be long ‘fore I 
come. Keep a-watchin’.”’ 

As a relief to this pathos come some de- 
lightful bits of humor in Five Meals for 
a Dollar,” “A Water-Logged Town,” an 
Never Had No Sleep.“ The hero of thi 
last sketch is an old man discovered on the 
upper deck of a Chesapeake Bay boat who 
is bound for “Old Pint Cumfort,”’ being 
attracted there by the peaceful like 
sound ot the name. For though Jeb Wal- 
ters was far gone in the seventies, his chief 
trouble was that he had never found time 
for sleep. Yet he considered daytime nap- 
ping as little better than suicide: 

„Pe seen more’n a dozen of my friends die 
thet way—busted on 
business. Fust they git loggy * t their gille; 
then their knees begin ter sweil; purty soon 
they're hobblin’: round on er cane; an’ fust thing 
they know they're tucked away in er number 
thirteen coffin, an’ ther daisies a-bloomin’ over 
"em. None er that fur me.)“ 

The hero of a Water-Logged Town is a 
disgusted Yankee traveling about with his 
Sister, a young girl of 88,“ and anxious to 
get back to God's own land and his own 
garden. Water-soaked Venice fills this trav- 
eler with contempt, and when the casually- 
met artist mildly alludes to the beauty of the 
palaces the old fellow’s tre breaks out: 

“ Palaces be durned. Excuse my “French. 
A lot of caved-in old rookeries: with 
everybody living on the second floor, because the 
first one’s so damp. Ye'd get your die-and-never- 
get-over-it if you lived in the basement, and the 
top floors so leaky that you go to bed under an 
umbrella; and they all braced up with fron clamps 
to keep em from falling into the canal, and not 
a square inch on any one of em clean enoug 
to dry a shirt on!“ : 

The sympathy revealed in these stories is 
mellower and the humor more spontaneous 
than have formerly been revealed in Mr. 
Smith's work, though neither sympathy nor 
spontaneity has been absent from these pre- 
vious bodks. The illustrations are in har- 
mony with the tales, which is saying a good 
deal for illustrations. 


Jennie Baxter, Journalist.“ By Robert 
Barr. Frederick A. Stokes company. 
Mr. Barr's story ts certainly calculated 
to give a new impetus to journalism, espe- 
cially to that part of it to which the efforts 
of women are given. The success of the 
author’s heroine and the happy way in 
which she managed to mingle her journal- 
istic ambitions and matrimonial aspirations 
will surely tempt many a young woman to 
follow in Jennie’s rose-strewn pathway. 
When we are first introduced to Jennie 
Baxter she is making an elaborate toilet 
and arranging her voluminous hair with'a 
view to capturing, in a journalistic sense, 
Radnor Hardwick, the capable editor of the 
Daily Bugle. Our sympathies at once go out 
to Jennie when we learn that, in spite of the 
fact that her beauty was so alluring as to 
cause men to stop in the street and exclaim 
By jove!” none of these momentary ad- 
_mirers ever had the courage to turn and 


follow her. 


Neither did the London editor follow her 
in her desire to become a member of his 
staff, but when Jennie overheard his revela- 
tion of a newspaper secret and betrayed it 
to her own paper Mr. Hardwick was hence- 
forth mere editorial wax in her hands, and 
was ready to intrust her with his most im- 
portant missions. The wax even melted so 
far as to offer her the mission of minister- 
ing to the more ténder and sacred desires of 
an editor, but Jennie eluded this proposal. 

The young American journalist solved the 
‘mystery of a diamond robbery. disclosed 
government secrets, patronized Princes and 
Princesses, and once went to a royal ball in 
the character of an Austrian Princess. It 
Was at this ball that she met Lord Dornal 
Stirling. who instantly fell in love with her, 
but who retained no clew to her identity 
but that of a glove. In his zeal to discover 
the whereabout of his mysterious Princess 
Lord Dornal employs the services of a de- 
tective. But it is difficult to imagine the 
state of lovelornness that would induce a 
man to give the following poetic description 
to’a prosaic detective: Her hair is of 
midnight darkness, inclined to ripple, with 
little whiffs of curls imperiously defying 
restraint about her temples.. Her complex- 
ion is as pure as the dawn, touched now and 
then with a blush as delicate as the petal of 
4 rose. Jennie led her lordly lover a spir- 
ited chase, but In the end she was captured, 
and journalism lost one of its brightest 
stars. | 

The story is told in a racy and spirited man- 
ner that is not without attraction. But the 
characters have no counterpart in real life; 
not even Jennie, whose personality is made 
up of impossible combination of womanly 
delicacy and journalistic impudence.

Quiller-Couch’s Beautiful Tale. 
“The Ship of Stars.“ By A. T. Quiller- 
Couch. Charles Scribner's Sons. 

There ts a kind of elusive beauty about 
Mr. Quiller-Cotich’s stories which, for — 
of a better name, we might call atmosphere. 
He has caught the effects of the Corn- 
wall coast, and he has caught the human 
atmosphere of his people. Taffy, the hero 
of this story, somehow reminds one of Sen- 
timental Tommy, though only because, like 
Mr. Barrie's hero, he is a real boy, and is 
much given to dreams and odd fancies. His 
father, Mr. Raymond, is a minister who, in 
the thoughts of the son, is always associated 
with books, while the simple and devout 
mother, Humility, seems to be forever at 
lace-making. 

The minister is presented with a living 
at a little sea-sand place called Nannizabu- 
loe, but for a time it seems as if his pastoral 
duties were to be dirécted to the saving of 
but one soul. This is old Squire Moyle, an 
eccentric reprobate, bent upon saving his 
soul, but not ready to renounce the world 
of cock fights and other material joys. When 
the squire presented the old ramshackle 
church with a stained glass window in honor 
of his dcad daughter he stipulated that the 
subject of the design should be Jonah and 
the whale. ‘ There's no story'll compare 
with it for trying a man's faith,“ he said. 
When the window came and was erected 
he complained that it left out most of the 
whale, of which the jaws and one wicked 
little red eye were all that appeared. It 
looks half-hearted. Why didn't they swim 
er all in? ‘Tis neck or nothin’ wi’ that 
story; but they’ve made it neck and nothin’. 
An’ after coloring er violet, too!“ 

The squire has a granddaughter, Honoria, 
and she and Sir Harry Vyell’s son George 
take their lessons with Taffy from the min- 
ister. Itis Taffy who helps Honoria with her 
alphabet and tells her fancifyl little stories 


odd subjects. The two have some happy

At last there comes a time whem Taffy 
realizes what all his mother’s lace-making 
is for, and he is sent to Oxford. His happy 
college life is rudely ‘disturbed by a call 
home, and he arrives too late to see his 
But there ig more bitter news 
than this awaiting Taffy’ He is accused of 
being responsible for the disgrace of a vil- 
lage girl whom he had known in the days 
when he was learning smithy work at Farm 
er Joll's. Honoria believed the gossip about 
Taffy. but it was Honoria’s husband George 
who had circulated the tale and who was 
himself the gullty party in the affair, There 
are several dramatic scenes growing out of 
this episode, and one of them ends in a 
particularly tragic manner. The end of the 
story is in itself pathetic, but somehow one 
could not wish it otherwise. 

Mr. Quilier-Couch has the gift of seizing 
upon the salient feature of an incident or 
character, and of reproducing it so faith- 
fully as to give the tone of the whole, The 
people are sketched with a compressed vigor 
and a quaint charm that make them wholly 
alive, and the realism is colored with just a 
touch of the rosy hues of romance. 


Maximilian’s Story Well Told. 
„ Maximilian in Mexico.“ A Woman's 
Reminiscences of the ‘French Interven- 
tion, 1802-67. By Sara Yorke Stevenson.

The author of “ Maximilian in Mexico 
has seized upon one of the most romantic 
and dramatic episodes of modern times and 
from personal knowledge has put again be- 
fore the reader a story which reads in some 
respects like a fairy creation instead of the 
sober truth of history, Never was a wilder 
scheme planned by a modern European sov- 
ereign than that of establishing a new em- 
pire in Mexico under French auspices. That 
even Napoleon III. dreamed such an ex- 
periment could have more than a momentary 
success was due to his lack of knowledge 
both of Mexico and of the United States. 
The great civil war misled Louls Napoleon, 
as it did Gladstone and many others, as to 
the stability of the union: The glamour of 
the Crimea and of the Austrian war was 
upon the French people and hence they, too. 
like Napoleon, dreamed of finding ‘' a bed of 
roses in a gold mine In Mexico. 

Mrs. Stevenson, by virtue of her personal | 
knowledge of the men and events of those 
romantic days, has constructed a narrative 
of unusual interest and charm. The book 
is practically made up of five articles prev- 
iously printed in the Century Magazine. The

ARGENTINE EXPORTS * WHEAT 
AND CORN UNUSUALLY HEAVY.

Primary Receipts of Corn Nearly

The showing of Argentine shipments had 
as much to do with the tone of wheat yes- 
terday as any other one consideration. The 
Board of Trade showing of shipments of 
1,472,000 bu was more Conservative than the 
reports of shipments by other sources. Ac- 
cording to one authority the week shipments 
were 1,744,000 bu. Either showing was bear- 
ish as compared with 792,000 bu the previous 
week and only 16,000 bu the same week last 
year. The Argentine movement is clear out 
of line with the preliminary estimates of 
production and surplus. The market was 
temporarily influenced by a private cable

December-May Difference Narrow. 

There was considerable demand for De- 
cember early, but the trade to a large extent 
centered on privileges. The December range 
was from 67%c down to 67%c. The speculative 
trade was characterless. The Modern Miller 
summary was unfavorable to holders. 
Northwestern receipts were 800 cars, against 
718 a week ago, and 1.340 a year ago. By 
sample red winter wheat was strong and 
spring wheat steady. Local receipts were 
slightly over the estimate at 102 cars. No. 
1 Northern in store was quotable at %@ic 
under December, with 10,000 bu sold to 
millers. The new export business was small. 
Bradstreet’s made the American shipments 
for the week nearly 50 per cent greater than 
for the previous week. 

The corn market was again relatively 
strong. although influenced to some degree 
by wheat. The trade was almost entirely 
local, with such operators as Pacaud, Up- 
dike, Geahart, and Comstock credited with 
being bullish. The trade had a sur- 


prise in the Argentine figures on 
corn as well as those on wheat. 
Shipments were 2,384,000 bu, accord- 


ing to the Board of Trade figures, as com- 
pared with 1,576,000 bu the previous week, 
and 880,000 bu the same week last year. The 
November delivery was a shade easier 
early in the day than it was on Thursday. 
The December-May difference showed a 
tendency to narrow. The local stock is ex- 
pected to decrease at least 250,000 bu. Clear- 
ances for the Bradstreet's week were heav- 
ier than the previous week, and today's 
clearances were heavy at 800,000 bu. The 
cash corn market was strong, and local re- 
ceipts were moderate at 223 cars.

ODD EFFECT OF WAR ON INDUSTRY. 
People in England are beginning to 
speculate as to the probable effect of the 
Transvaal war upon prosperity at home. 
That money has been made scaree and 
prices have risen are results that have 
been pointed out by Mr. Wilson in his 
weekly financial letters in Tun Tarisunns. 
Another question whose answer is hot yet 
apparent is the effect of the withdrawal of 
40,000 or 50,000 active young men from 
the industries of the nation and their serv- 
ice in the army. The general impression 
has been that it would seriously embar- 
rass British manufacturers, as even before 
the war they found it difficult to secure 
a sufficient number of workmen to fill the 
orders they had for their products. The 
London Statist in its latest issue discusses 
the matter and comes to the conclusion that 
the effect on industry will be slight. ‘The 
first reason it gives is that most of the 
reserve come from the ranks of unskilled 
labor and few mechanics are to be found 
in the Queen’s uniform. This is probably 
true, and the fact undoubtedly prevented 
any embarrassment to American industry 
during the war with Spain. ‘ 
The second reason to which the Statist 
attaches much importance is rather droll. 
The argument is that the English govern- 
ment is taking up large numbers of horses, 
especially those belonging to the wealthier 
and leisured classes. There will be fewer 
horses, therefore, for hunting, for carriages, 
and the like, and a considerable reduction 
in the number of horses will lead to a 
reduction in the number of stablemen; and 
‘these will be available to fill the gaps left 
by the calling out of the reserves.” Ameri- 
cans will be surprised to learn of the enor- 
mous number of stablemen in England. 


THE CRIME OF WORKING TOO HARD! 

It has remained for the Carpenters’ Exec- 
utive council, in the closing days of the 
nineteenth century, to discover that hard 
work is a crime and to fix a penalty for its 
punishment. 

For centuries ambitious and earnest men 
have worked harder than their fellows and 
have earned unusual and extraordinary re- 
wards. From the ranks of the workmen 
have arisen great contractors, great en- 
gineers, and great manufacturers. The 
force that drove them forward has been 
hard work, They have depended for ad- 
vancement upon their own individual efforts 
and their proudest title has been that of 
self-made men. 

But it appears that the self-made man is 
an “unfair” production. He is to be 
driven out of the market and the union- 
made man is to bé substituted. More than 
that, the self-made man is declared to be a 
criminal. Worse still, he is a scab.”

It is not for the contractors to fight, or 
to bribe, or to cajole the “ business agent,” 
except as a matter of self-preservation. His 
ultimate downfall must be the work of the 
workmen themselves. When American 
workingmen once thoroughly realize what 
it means to place their souts and bodies in 
the keeping of this tyrannical and un-Amer- 
ican creature they can be trusted to throw 
off the yoke. Else they are no men. 

III BOERS AND BASUTOS. 

Marshall Maxeke, a native Basuto, now. 
at Wilberforce University, Wilberforce, 
O., has written to the current number of 
the Independent an article setting forth 


the treatment of native tribes, especially “ 


the Basutos, one of the most powerful in 
the Transvaal, by the Boers, which throws 
an unpleasant light upon the ideas of jus- 
tice and humanity entertained by the 
latter. 
According to Mr. Maxeke, a dog is treat- 
ed better in the Transvaal than a native 
because it can walk on the sidewalk, can 
stay in a Dutchman's house, and is at 
liberty to go where it pleases, something 
the native cannot do, The law prohibits 
him from walking on sidewalks. He must 
take the streets along with cows, horses, 
and carts. Every native must wear a tin 
tag with his number stamped upon it, and 
he must carry in his pocket a paper upon 
which are written his age, and height, and 
a description of his features. This paper 
must be renewed every month and any 
native found with a paper over a month 
old is heavily fined.. He is also obliged to 
carry a paper similar to the above stat- 
ing his occupation and must renew it every 
month, He has to show this pass every 
time he meets a policeman. If he fails 
to do so he is fined or sent to hard labor. 
He is not allowed on the streets after 
9 o’clock at night without a special per- 


mit. He is forbidden to purchase liquor, 


and if found intoxicated he is severely 
beaten by the person who detects him. He 


must live in a separate locality, in the 


most undesirable part of the towns, and 
is taxed so heavily by the government 
from which he rents that he is almost con- 
stantly in debt. He can never get a good 
position under a Boer and must be con- 
tent with the meanest kind of house drudg- 
ery and is usually cheated out of his pay 
by his employer. To those who slave in 
the families no wages are paid. He is 
not allowed to learn to read and any one 
found teaching him is heavily fined. Mr. 
Maxeke nafvely says “the more educated 
the native becomes the more the Dutch 
hate him, But if he acts like a crazy 
man the better they like him.” . 

Evidently, if Mr. Maxeke’s statements 
are correct, the Boer is a hard taskmaster 
and the injustice he has practiced towards 
the natives must tend to alienate them in 
the present war. The Basutos are a 
powerful, tribe, numbering 250,000. They 
are skilled in agriculture and sheep raising 
and in war are as dangerous as the Zulus. 
Should they decide that their condition 
would be improved under British rule and 
take sides with them in the present war 
they would constitute a formidable rein- 
forcement to the British army. From Mr. 
Maxeke’s point of view it is hard to be- 
lieve recent statements that they are arm- 
ing to oppose its advance out of sympathy 
for the Boers, re

It also does not escape notice that foreign 
exchange rates moved downwam simul- 
taneously with the hardening of call money. 
There seems, however, to be no general ex- 
pectation of gold imports, not only because 
of the war in Africa and the rather sensi- 
tive financial position both at London and 
in the continental markets, but because it 
is felt that any real danger of a flow of gold 
to the United States will createa further and 
decided advance in rates for money abroad. 
The concltsion, therefore, seems to be

The Emperor of Ger- 
many has granted some of his most dis- 
tinguished orders of chivalry to the black 
and white eunuchs of the Sultan’s harem at 
Constantinople. But it has remained for the 
good old Emperor of Austria to present an 
order to q nurse in recognition of her serv- 
ices to tiny royalty.
